NEW. GIANT BATTLESHIPS, 

PROBLEM OF DOCK ACCOMMODATION. 

The question of “the construction -o€ 
docks large enough to accommodate our 
new giant battleships is engaging the | 
attention of the “Admiralty.” At present 
there are no facilities at any of the naval 
Porta for dealing with shi lurger than .
